-ROME, Feb. 1.—"A bare-footed 
Europe is not improbable if this 
war continues,” sald John F. Stucke,

San Cure for Burns. 
[Philadelphia Public Ledger:] A 
new methodof treating serious burns 
by air and sunlight has been put 
into practice at Johns Hopkins Hos- 
pital, and already in a number of 
cases it has been .successful. 

In the “nature cure” a small part 
of the injured surface is exposed 
directly to the sun and air out of 
doors. The best results are ob- 
tained in temperate weather, when 
the patient can lie at ease for hours 
under the direct rays of the sun 
and the influence of the air. In 
colder weather only more indirect 
exposure ig possible, and then the re- 
sults are not rapid. 

As a result, skin grafting will not 
have to be used in a number of 
cases under treatment here. The 
effect of the dir and sunlight cure 
is to keep alive much of the burned 
tissue, which in time acts in a man- 
ner similar to skin grafts.

Pacific Fruit Express Gives 
Figures on Yearly Use of 
OCongealed Fiuid. 


During the fruit and vege- 
table season ending October 
31, 1916, the Pacific Fruit Ex- 
press Company, according to 
figures made public yesterday, 
used 385,279 tons of ice for ic- 
ing refrigerator cars in Cali- 
fornia. Of this amount 193,- 
358 tons were manufactured 
in Colton, Los Angeles and 
Roseville.
